High and Mighty Lord:, 


HE under-written Ambaflador Extraordinary 
from his Catholick Majefty to your High 
Mightinefles, was informed, that the Miniiters of the 
two Powers who lately entered into a Contract at 
Vienna, are this Week to prefent to your High 
Mightineffes, ot ae on ar which they have 
agreed on, and at the time ¢> invite you to ac- 
Spat pa~ Ste 
your Act of Ap tion, y figning the 
Treaty of Peace, as a Party mediating, and anterefted 
to procure the full and intire Execution of them. 
‘ Tho’ he has already laid before the chief Mini- 
fters of this State, all the Inconveniencies attending 
this ob{cure Negotiation, he thinks it his Duty here- 
by to renew his Reprefentations and Inftances, and 
to make a particular Declaration thereof to your High 
Mightineffes, by the Perfon of the Baron de Vifconti, 
Prefident of the Week. 
‘ The Engagements of France and Spain to each 
other, are io publick, that every one knows them. 
The late King Louis XIV. maintained a. vigorous 
and bloody War for eleven Years together, to main- 
tain Philip V. his Grandfon, upon the Throne of 
Spain, and to keep himin Poffeilion of the Domains 
of which King Charles LI. of Spain, by his laft Will, 
appointed him the Heir. “The iaid Louis, truly 
worthy of the Title of Grand Monarch, finding him- 
felfengaged in Honour, by his Royal Word, to {up- 
port the young King, facrificed every thing to that 
Obligation, even fo far as to expole his own Crown 
to imminent Dangers, and had nothing more at 
Hearttian to take-Care;-during the Continuance of 
that long War, that his good Faith, om which Spain 
intirely rely’d, might not, be fabject to any Re 
And he had the Conftancy to perfevere in his Under- 
taking, till hig Promife was fully accomplifhed ; ner 
pain fall fhort in making a {uitable Retaliation : 
She alfo made her Sacrifice in her Turn ; and God has 
blefied, their reciprocal Fideliry with fuch Succefs, that 
the two Nations had Reafon to be equally pleafed 
with it. 
¢ France was fo far from receding from an Engage- 
ment of this Nature, that, in the Treaty of London, 
fhe took: particular Care to provide for the Preferva- 
tion of the three Dutchies of Italy, which are the 
Patrimony of the moft Serene Queen of Spain, and 
her Auguft Pofterity. vy, 8 
¢ This Union, founded upon Principles as flrong as 
« are the Ties of Blood and Friendthip, and forutied 
‘ by the Motives of Gratitude and of mutual Interefts, 
‘ wasa prevailing A umeat with the Spaniards aol 
« to depart from their Attachment to France, to repoie 
‘ their whole Confidence in her, and even to follow het 
‘ Direétion fo far as to efpoufe her Intereits. 
© Jt was in purfaance of this Maxim, that Spain, 
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which refented, as much as France, the Outrage com- 
mitted againft King Scaniflaus, looked on it as an 
Affront put upon herfelf, and affifted her, by all the 
Methods poffible, to procure a fatisfactory Repara- 
tion, as appears from her Manifeito. She united 
to the Crown of France without Referve, conformed 
to all her Reprefentations, adhered to her Sentiments 
in every Point, and yielded to her the Title of Head 
of the Allies ; confequently France was feen to give 
all Anfwers in their Names, and to treat provifio- 
nally till the knew the Refolution of her Allies, 
whom, at that Time, fhe confulted ; protefting withal 
that fhe would take no Step without their Participa- 
tion, nor engage in any Thing without their Opinion. 
« Neverthelefs this very Crown has now, without 
fo mach as their Knowledge, figned the Preliminary 
Articles ; and, what is ftill more ftrange, fhe therein 
difpofes of the Eflates of the Royal Family of Spain, 
as if they were her own Eifates, and gives them too 
in Exchange and Compenfation for Lorain, which, 
by the faid Stipulation, the procures for herfelf. The 
fame Method too has been taken in Italy, where the 
Armies of the Allies were confederated ; for, by the 
Publication of a particular Armiftice, the Spanith 
Troops that were: fartheft advanced into Tyrol, were 
expofed and facrificed, without giving them the leaft 
Time to retire; and they were within an Ace of 
being intirely abandoned to the Mercy of the Enemy, 
who took frefh Courage at this unaccountable Revo- 
lution, and attacked them on all Sides. 
‘ The Marquis de St. Gilles can hardly believe, that 
this Conduct was concerted with a Defign to ruin the 
whole Spanifh Army, and thereby to deprive his 
Catholick Majetty of all the Means of defending him- 
felf againft the Violence with which he fee to be 
threatened. It was fo given out indeed in certain 
Letters, yet he cannot chink it true; becaufe he is 
too well perfuaded of the Integrity and good Inten- 
tions of the Cardina/, and all the French Generals and 
Officers, who were always fond of his Catholick 
Majefty ; and that his faid Majefty, on his Part, 
never gave them any Handle to abate in their Love to 
him. But, be the Proceeding as it will, the foftelt 
Conftruétion that can be put upon it, is to fay, that 
it isa very irregular Step, and that one would have 
thought the ftrict Cement of Blood, Alliance, and 
Friendfhip fhould have taken a quite different Turn 
from what it has done. 
‘ ‘The under-written Ambaflador of Spain hopes, that 
their High Mightineffes will perceive what juft Caulé 
the King his Mafter has to refent a Conduct fo unex-
